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_ REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 
To the School Directors and Voters of the. Town of Westminster: 


It is a pleasure to report again that I believe the schools of 
Westminster to be functioning in a satisfactory manner, with the 
exception, of course, of the usual small amount of criticism which 
- will always appear anywhere, no matter how well affairs are 
progressing. The overcrowded condition in one of the buildings 
is being handled well by the teachers there. Electricity has been 
installed in one more building since my last report. The program 
of textbook replacement is moving along'as well as I could hope, 
considering the financial condition of the town. Pupils graduat- 
ing from the Westminster schools continue to do work in high 
school indicating as good preparation as could be expected under 
the handicaps of congestion and shortage of reference material. 

At the Center School there are at present 72 pupils enrolled 
in the two rooms. This number is about ten more than can be 
effectively taught there. As a result of a strange turn in en- 
rollment there are seven, more pupils in the upper three grades 
than there are in the lower five. Miss Robinson, the primary 
teacher, has kindly consented to handle the first five grades, 
leaving the sixth, seventh, and eighth for the upper room. Even 
this makeshift arrangement does not prevent overcrowding in the 
grammar division. There is nothing to be done but to ‘“‘grin 
and bear it’’. Next fall, however, the situation will be even 
more difficult since only seven are graduating from the eighth 
grade and a fifth grade of 15 will be moving into the grammar. 
room. This will make a total of 44 pupils in a room which 
cannot accommodate more than 35 without serious crowding. 
The only hope we have is that the shifting of population which 
produced this problem will turn the other way and relieve it. 
During the following year, 1940-41, there will be a drop to about 
36 if the present enrollment continues. This. will relieve the 
congestion. 

_ . As recommended in. my 1938 report. the Board has seen fit to 
run electricity into the Sand Hill School. This step has made a 
great improvement in the conditions under which the boys and 
girls work there. There are now only two buildings, Pine Banks 
and Brookside, which do not have electric lighting. 

_,... Weshave: been able, in spite of the drastic reduction in the 
textbook item, to move forward a little in the replacement of 
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obsolete books. A new arithmetic series has been introduced 
into the third, fourth, and fifth grades, leaving only the upper 
three to be taken care of this coming fall. A program of pur- 
chasing one encyclopedia a year has been adopted so that we can 
gradually supply each school with one set. This is badly needed 
in several buildings where there is nothing at all in the way of 
reference materials. . 

Achievement ‘testing twice a year is being continued as an 
instructional policy. The first set of examinations is given in 
January, at about the middle of the school year, so that we may 
find the weaknesses and attempt to correct them before the 
second and last testing in late May or early June. 

The one unsatisfactory teaching situation which developed 
during the latter part of last year has been remedied, I believe, 
so that instruction is going forward as it should. 

The bill for high school tuition will probably be as large for 
1939-40 as it is this year. Consequently we cannot see any hope 
for reducing this item in the budget. 

The current policy of contracting only single teachers in the 
Westminster schools should, I believe, be taken under serious 
consideration at this time to see whether or not it will be wise to 
continue it. I believe it should be abandoned, at least until the 
supply of good teachers becomes more plentiful than it is now. 

During the worst of the depression, when the “teacher 
market’”’ was glutted with satisfactory candidates, there was good 
reason for this ruling. At that time many graduates of our 
Vermont training schools were unable to secure positions and 
were therefore unable to go to work to repay their debts incurred 
in preparation for teaching. At present the story is different. 
Long before the end of the last year of training every worthy 
candidate is placed. There are no unemployed teachers in 
Vermont now, nor have there been for two years. More than a 
few times I have had occasion to look for a teacher during the 
school year and in the summer before; each time the problem is 
the same. There is no one to be had; that is, no one whom I 
would care to recommend to teach your boys and girls. All that 
can be found area few who for one reason or another are not able 
to meet the measurements of a good teacher. The final result 
has been that I have usually had to go outside the state to fill 
vacancies. : 

We have in Westminster a teacher, who, quite within her 
rights, became married during the summer of 1938. According 
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to our present policy she will be forced to stop teaching for us at 
the end of the current school year. She happens to be one of the 
finest teachers in my district and is just reaching the point where 
she can be of maximum value to our system. It would be a 
shame to drop her merely because she is married. 

Some will say that married teachers have outside interests 
which prevent them from giving their best efforts to their schools. 
It has been my observation that for every married teacher who 
does not devote her best to her work there is at least one single 
teacher who has “‘outside interests’’ of another nature which 
cut down her efficiency. I believe that any randomly selected 
group of married teachers will be found to be exactly as efficient 
in the classroom as will an equal number of single girls. 

The major argument, however, is that it is wrong for a 
married woman to take the bread out of the mouth of a single 
person. This is, as I have stated above, true when there are any 
single people to be so robbed. Right now there are very, very 
few. 

Accordingly I am hereby recommending to the School Board 
that this policy of discriminating against married teachers be 
rescinded. This is not a matter which needs to be enacted in 
Town Meeting. I am inserting it in this report so that every 
voter may know of it and, if he wishes, register his opinion with 
the School Board. 

As I. have previously reported, I am at all times glad to 
entertain any fair suggestions regarding the schools of West- 
minster. My work here continues to be as pleasant as it has 
always been.

The usual tonsil and adenoid 
clinic was held last summer and if the Town so votes we will have 
medical inspection of the schools and the clinic again next summer
